MANILA, Aug. 12, 12:40 a.m.—IBv 
Manila Cable.] Advices from Calulet, 
under date of August ll, report that 
Gen. MacArthur took the Ninth Regi- | 
ment, a battalion of the Twenty-sec- 
ond and a detachment of the First Ar- 
tilleryfrom Calulet to Santa Rita, near 
Bacolor, Friday morning. The entrance 
of the troops into the town was not 
opposed, the insurgents fleeing as the 
Americans approached. The troops had 
a hard march of fifteen miles, in some 
places being obliged to wade waist | 
deep in water. The troops will spend 
the night at Santa Rita and proceed 
Saturday. 
~ Lieut. Hazard of Gen. Wheaton’s 
staff with five scouts from the Iowa 
regiment marched up the railroad into 
Angeles. A small force of rebels at- 
tacked the scouts outside the town, and 
Lieut. Hazard sent for reinforcements. 
Gen. Wheaton’s orders, however, were 
that the Americans should not occupy 
Angeles, and a force of 700 rebels ap- 
pearing, Lieut. Hazard retired. 

FOUR TOWNS OCCUPIED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

MANILA, Aug. 11, 5:15 p.m.—Recon- ° 
noitering by small parties continues, 
Unavailing attempts were made to get 
in contact with the enemy.

Effort to Save the Saturnus—Shelling 
of San Fernando, | 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—The Navy 


| Department late this afternoon received 


the following cable relating to the 
burning of the Saturnus' by the in- 
surgents, which was reported in the 
press cables several days ago, and also 
the shelling of San Fernando, reported 
Wednesday: 

“MANILA, Aug. 11.—The Secretary 
of the Navy: On August 2 the gun- 
boat Pampanga, Lieut. (junior grade) 
McNamee, patrolling Lingayen Bay, 
Luzon Island, found the American 
steamer Saturnus on the beach, San 
Fernando, insurgents having robbed 
cargo. Naval Cadet Woodward secured 
a hawser around rudder post of the 
steamer under a musketry fire from 
strong intrenchments of the steamer 
and town. Pampanga returned hot 
fire, but could not move the steamer. 
Insurgents boarded vessel. Have sent 
troops to punish rebels. 

“On August 7 the Yorktown and gun- 
boats Callao and Pampanga entered 
port of San Fernando and found in- 
trenchments” encircling water front, 
fully manned. Non-combatants were 
seen thronging substantial warehouses 
on the north side of the town. The ves- 
sels refrained from firing in their di- 
rection. The first shell was answered 
without delay by field guns. and mus- 
kKetry fire from shore, The vessels 
Shelled town forty-five minutes. Ex- 
vent damege cannot be ascertained. 
Pampanga remained there. The Con- 
cord and Callao are also patrolling the 
bay. The Yorktown returned to Ma- 
nilu. I have sent particulars by mail. 
Vessels cannot be detached. All are 
needed to prevent unauthorized trad- 
ing.

SUPREME comM ANDER, 


Gen, Otis to Mace 
Arthur’s Operations, 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says 
Maj.-Gen. Otis will remain in supreme 
command of the Philippines. Should 
he request to be relieved, Maj.-Gen. 
Lawton wil be wssigned to duty as 
his successor. This is the decision 
reached by the President and Secretary 
Root during their conferences at Lake 
Champlain. 

Secretary Root made ho secret today 
of the purpose of the President to re- 
tain Gen. Otis in control at Manila, and 
so informed Gen. Miles at a long con- 
ference. It is evident that notwith- 
standing Gen. Merritt's expressed de- 
sire to return to Manila, he will not 
have the opportunity, and even Law- ~ 


ton’s promotion is conditional upon the 
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request of Otis to be détached from 
command. 

It is learned that Former Secretary 
Alger, just before his retirement, rec- 
ommeded that Gen. Otis be relieved, on 
the. ground that he had not proved 
himself equal to the emergency. Gen. 
Miles favors sending additional cav- 
airy, but it is said that Secretary Root 
has no intention at present of doing 
thir. 

The operations which Gen. Mac. r- 
thur is conducting to the northward 
of San Fernando have oa double pur- 
pose. First, to demoralize the insur- 
gents and prevent them from atrengths 
ening the positions they hold, an 
peoond, to establish himself at a point 
on the railroad connecting the Gulf of 
Lingayan with Manila. en.

INSPECTOR-GENERAL SMALLEY 
SUBMITS HIS R EPORT. 


Camps Now in Good Condition—Food 
Supply is Adequate and of Ex- 
cellent Quality—Charges Against 

Officers Investigated. 


‘ PASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT NEPORT.] 

SVASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—A report 
has been received at the War Depart- 
ment from’ Mai. Smalley, Inspector- 
General of the Eighth Army Corps in 
the Philippines, covering the work he 
has been coing between February 28 
and June 2°. He has made a number 
of investigations of charges against 
officers which have appeared in the 
United States in one form or another. 
Most of these charges have proved to 
be with little foundation. In April he 
inspected the camps near Malolos, and 
commenting upon the conditions, he 
Bays: 

“The camps were found to be in good 
sanitary condition, sufficiently policed 
and suitable sinks having been dug and 
generally used. Water fit for drinking 
purposes was at first scarce, but good 
water generally in sufficient quantities 
was, after a few days, regularly sup- 
plied from Manila by train. 

The rations were regular in amount 
and excellent in all respects, Australian 


-. beef of excellent quality being fur- 


nished from cold-storage ships, and po- 
tatoes and onions, in a good state of 
preservation, being supplied from the 
United States. Roasted and ground 
coffee was, on request, furnished from 
Manila, by the subsistence department. 

“Similar inspection made at San 
Fernando, about the middle of May, 
did not show as satisfactory condi- 
tions existing as at Malolos in the mat- 
ter of rations, because it had been 
impossible since the fight in the 
vicinity of Calumpit in May to furnish 
the troops with fresh beef and fresh 
vegetables, owing to the destruction 
of mail and wagon bridges. As soon 
as the bridges could be repaired and 
‘the railroad replaced, the needed va- 
riety in rations was furnished. 

“An inspection recently made shows 
that the rations for some time have 
been excellent in all respects, and suit- 
able and sufficient uniforms and other 
clothing are in possession of the men, 
or will soon be sent from Manila- also 
that very good sanitary conditions ob- 
tain.” 


ATKINSON’S CIRCULAR, 


Wants Officers to Give Him Views 
About the War. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—Secretary 
Hitchcock and other government offi- 
cials in this city have received copies 
of the circular signed by Edward At-. 
kinson, which the author says has 
been or will be sent to the commis- 
sioned and non-commissioned officers 
of each returning regiment of troops 
from the Philippines, together with 
copies of pamphlets containing arti- 
cles on the Philippine situation from 
an anti-imperialistic point of view. The 
circular is dated Boston, August §8, 
and is headed: “The Anti-Imperial- 
ist.’ and is addressed to the surviv- 
ors of the volunteer regiments re- 

turned from Manila. 

Atkinson says that having been in- 
formed that telegraphic messages from 
the mothers and sisters of volunteers 
from Nebraska, urging them not to re- 
enlist, have been refused delivery, he 
thought he would test the question.. He 
then recounts his efforts to send 
through the mails to prominent offi- 
cials in the Philippines, the pamphlets 
refused by the postmaster at San 
Francisco some time ago, for which 
the author of the -‘-rular says he 
“was threatened with prosecution for 
treason and sedition because of this, 
gn effort on my part, to convey infor- 
mation to you citizens and soldiers, 
which would inform you as to the work 
being done in this country to stop 
what we believe to be criminal aggres- 
gion in the Philippine Islands.” 

Atkinson adds that the three arti- 
cles referred to, viz.: “‘The Cost of a 
National Crime,” ‘‘The Hell of War and 
Its Penalties,’’ and “Criminal Aggres- 
sion; by Whom Committed,” are in- 
cluded in one of the two pamphlets 
sent to the officers of the regiments, 
and he asks their views upon them, 
and upon the whole course of the war- 
fare in the Philippine Islands, prom- 
ising, if permitted, to print the letters, 
to make a careful selection, therefrom, 
‘whether adverse to the posit'-- Tt 
have taken, or sustaining it.”

GIVEN GOOD CARE. 


REPORT ON TREATMENT OF RE- 
TURNING SOLDIERS. 


Health of Men Excellent—Plenty of 
Warm Clothing, Comfortable 


Quarters and an Abundance cf 
Food Furnished Them. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] As exhibiting the difference 
between the haste at Camp Wyckoff, 
where the Cuban volunteers were taken 
when brought home, and the carefi 
preparation at San Francisco for the 
return of the Philippine volunteers, the 
-War Department considers the report 
of Col. Greenleaf, United States Sur- 
geon, one of great importance, and 
has made its entire contenis pubiic. 

The general health of the men is ex- 
cellent, the sick report, exclusive of 
‘cases placed in the hospital immedi- 
ately after arrival, being 4.6 per cent. 
of the effective force, and is made up 
of such trivial ailments as mild affec- 
tion of the air passages, indigestion, 
rheumatism, etc. The fears which were 
entertained of serious illness, owing to 
change of climate and to the scantily- 
clad condition of the men, had not been 
realized. Many of the men had thick 
clothing on arrival, and those who had 
none borrowed from their more fortu- 
nate comrades. Nearly all have ob- 
served precautionary directions against 
exposure, and comfortably - heated 
quarters have given them shelter and 
lounging-places when off duty. The 
Sanjtary corps (civilian employés) has 
kept latrine troughs, garbage and 
waste cans in excellent order. 

The food supply is abundant and is 
well cooked and _ served. There is 
added to each one hundred of regular 
rations twelve and one-half gallons of 
milk, ten pounds of butter and ten 
dozen eggs. This is furnished by the 
Subsistence Department under Act of 
Congress approved March 3, 1899, for 
issues to enlisted men in camp during 
periods of recovery from low condi- 
tions of health consequent upon service 
in unhealthy regions or in debilitating 
climates. It may truthfully be said 
that the food in this camp is much bet- 
ter in variety, quality and preparation 
than in the average hotel anyivhere 
in this country. 

Complaint having been made of the 
presence of vermin in the bedding and 
clothing of some of the men, large cal- 
drons of boiling water were put up in 
the camps, into which material so in- 
fested was ordered to be placed. These 


caldrons when not so used supplied hot 


water for the laundr¥ing of the cloth- 
ing of the men. Galvanized iron wash- 
tubs have been furnished for this pur- 
pose.

SENATOR SAYS THE COUNTRY HAS 
ALREADY EXPANDED. 


Fatere Course of the Government 
‘ im Relation to the Islands is not 
for So-called Anti-Expansionists 
_to Settle—Believes in a Vigorous 
Policy. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] There is one silverite 
in the United States Senate who real- 
izes that the country has already 
expanded, and that to fight expansion 
now is a waste of breath. He is 
Senator Stewart of Nevada, and he 
said today: 

“Expansion? Why we've already 
expanded, and it is not a question 
whether or not we favor it. What is 
to be our future course in the Philip- 
pines? That is the question. These 
fellows who dub themselves anti-ex- 
pansionists don’t know. They say 
give the islands a protectorate, but 
what they mean by this they will not 
state, and I don’t know. . 

“It makes no difference whether the 
. United States had a right to buy the 
islands, or whether Spain had a title 
which she could dispose of. The fact 
remains that we did buy them, and 
are now there for the purpose of giv- 
ing the natives an opportunity to rule 
themselves. It may be that our argu- 
ments are rather strong, but it is ap- 
parently the only way to treat with 
those people. If the United States 
proposes to hold the islands, and only 
future developments can settle that, 
we must at any rate interfere in the 
local government if we hope to treat 
with foreign powers. 

“Some theorists advise the proposi- 
tion that we sell the islands. This 
would be contrary to all traditions, in 
the first place, and then, again, whom 
could we sell them to? As far as I 
have heard, it would have to be to 
some monarchy, and the people of the 
United States would stamp with 
unanimous disapprovila the sale of a 
country and its people. 

“IT do not care to criticise Gen. Otis 
but I will say the policy of the United 
States in the Philippines has not been 
effective enough. The administration, 
however, seems to be anxious to put 
an end to the war, and I believe a 
more vigorous campaign will be waged 
against the rebels from now cn. I 
hardly think the Democratic party will 
put an anti-expansion plank in its 
platform. But, remember, if you useg 
this interview, be sure. to say that we 
have already expanded, and that it is 
for the future to develop what dispo- 
sition we are to make of the islands.” 

GEN. MERRITT’S DENIAL.

Dreyfus’s Friends Believe the Paper

NEW EXTRADITION LAW. 


Policy Being Formulated to Apply 
to New Insular Possessions. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.-] 

‘WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—The State 
Department has determined upon a 
general policy of extradition between 
this country and Hawaii, and ther 
territory. A number of cases have 
lately. arisen in which fugitives from 
justice have claimed immunity by go- 
ing to Cuba or our other insular pos- 
sessions on the theory that as our re- 
lations will be in a transitory condi- 
tion, the usual.processes of extradi- 
tion will not apply. 

The question was recently brought 
before the State Department as to 
Cuba and Hawaii, and a general rul- 
ing was made that if fugifives were 
located in these countries an applica- 
tion for extradition made in the usual 
form to the State Department, would 
be turned over ‘to the military admin- 
istration and such steps taken as to 
secure the extradition on the ordinary 
prima facie evidence. The same rule 
will apply os to persons from Cuba, 
Hawaii, Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pine Islands, who seek refuge in the 
United States.

ALLEGED DISCOVERY BY SAN 
FRANCISCO ATTORNEYS.

State Law of Two Years Ago Regu- 
lating the Location of Claims 
Was not Repealed by the 
Last Legislature. 


All Locations Made Since the Twen- 
fieth of March Last are Said 
to Be Liable to Legal 
Jumping.

{ASSOCIATED NIGHT REPORT.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 11.—The Call 
tomorrow will say that the California 
miners and prospectors have been dealt 
@ severe and surprising blow by the 
discovery of one of the most remark- 
able blunders ever committed in the 
course of legislaiton in this State. 

The last Legislature undertook to re- 
peal the State mining law of 1897 reg- 
vlating the location of mining claims, 
and ever since the approval of the sup- 
posed repealing act in March, 1899, the 
miners and mining lawyers of the en- 
tire State have assumed that the law 
wads repealed and that the location of 
mining claims in this State has been 
wholly regulated to the Federal mining 
law and the supplementary rules and 
regulations of local mining districts 
where such were organized. 

All mining locations made_ since 
March 20 last have been made with 
this understanding, and probably in no 
cese has the law of 1897 been observed. 
There has been remarkable and unpre- 
cedented activity in prospecting the 
mineral regions this year, and the 
number of mining locations made since 
March 20 reaches into the thousands. 
A good many of these psn cover 
rich discoveries that re veritable 
“strikes,” and have already developed 
much value. Many have been sold or 
bonded. Some have been sold for 
thousands of dollars. 

Now it is discovered, according to 
eminent mining attorneys, that the 
State law was not repealed; that there 
has probably not been a valid location 
of a mining claim made in the State 
since last spring; that every claim so 
taken wp is, in fact, not legally held by 
anyone, but may be legally jumped 
and acquired by the first fellow who 
files a valid location according to the 
State law, and that there is every pros- 
pect of a frightful mess of trouble and 
litigation affecting titles and poSsessiOn, 
with a possibility of shotguns cutting a 
figure here and there. 


KILLING OF LANDIS. 


Evidence That it Was Accomplished 
by His Own Hand. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REI’ORT.] 

SACRAMENTO, Aug. 11.—A special 
to the Evening Bee from Lincoln, Pla- 
cer county, this afternoon savs that 
the officers who are at work on the caSe 
_ of Frank Landis’s violent death at 
that place have abandoned the murder 
theory, nd now hold to the belief that 
it was a case of suicide. An important 
discovery ‘corroborative of this theory 
has been made, and “the ~efficers. de- 
clare they have the motive established, 
although they decline to state what 


the motive is. 

It would appear from the statements 
made by the law officers that the death 
of Landis was he result of an ingeni- 
ously-devised plan of self-murder. The 
fact that nothing in the store had been 
disturbed, except for the overturned 
lamp in the office and the opening of 
the rear door, discouraged the theory 
of murder for the purpose of robherv. 
When the young groceryman’s body 
was discovered, his revolver !ny above 
four feet from his body. One of tne 
chambers was empty. Subsequently 
a bullet of the same caliber was fourd 
imbedded in the ceiling, and it was ne- 
lieved that Landis had fired the shot 
while struggling with his antagonist, 
who then killed him with a bullet from 
his own revolver, thus acvounting for 
the bullet extracted from the hodv. 
which agreed in size with that planted 
in the ceiling. 

It seemed impossible that suicide 
could have been committed in view of 
such facts. But the officers have found 
in the store, within a few feet of the 
spot where Landis fell, an empty shell 
of exactly the same caliber as Landis's 
revolver. The shell bears evidence «et 
having recently been explodei. The 
belief of the officers is that Lansf:s, 
in order to conceal his purp»se and td 
make it appear that he did not come 
to his death at his own hands, ilred 
shot into the ceiling, took out the shell 
and threw it away, reloaled his 
pon, and then killed himself. ‘!t would 
thus be madt to appear, say the offi- 
cers, that he could not have killed him- 
self when the empty chamber was ac- 
penton for by the bullet found over- 


It is recalled now that while J.andis 
was never known to have. touched 
liquor, on the night of the tragedy he 
took three of whisky in Mat- 
zen’s saloon. Passing oy the News- 
Messenger office, he spoke in a flippant 
manner to Editor Johnston. and the 
latter remarked his comparative hilar- 
ity as in striking contrast to his usual 
quiet demeanor. 

If Landis committed suicide, he must 
also have gone to the pains to overturn 
he lamp in his office and open the back 
door and throv: the wedge which se- 
cured it some distance awav. That 
night he wrote his father in Sacramento 
a clear business letter and arranged 
with him for a trip to Sarf Francisco to 
be taken a few days later.

OFFICIAL BRITISH AND CANA- 
DIAN MAPS DON’T AGREE. 


Great Britain’s Line Practically That 
of the United States—Canadians 
Evolved Behm Canal Line, 
Which is Base of Contention. 


Ex-Congressman Lewis Pressing 
Claims of American Miners for 
Claims Taken Away from Them 

by Canadian Authorities,

‘Friends of Alexander McDonald 


Deny That the Klondike King is 
Insolvent—Report Based on 
Merest Rumor. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] © 

WASHINGTON, Aug. | 11.—James 
Hamilton Lewis, who is here in the 
interest of American miners, who had 
about $10,000,000 worth of mining prop- 
‘erty taken away from them by the 
Canadian authorities, was at the State 
Department today and from what he 
gathered there the Department will at 
least bring the attention of the Lon- 
don authorities to the matter, even 
if it will not press settlement. This 
was Mr. Lewis’s first hearing before 
the State Department, and his case is 
not completed yet. He hopes when 
the facts are all known that the gov- 
ernment will insist upon a settlement. 


OFFICIAL MAPS DISAGREE. 


British Line Agrees with that of 
United States. 
{A. P. EARLY MORNING KEPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says: 
Clear evidence as to the growth of 
political Canadian contention regard- 
ing the location of the Alaskan bound- 
ary line can be found in a compari- 
son of official British and Canadian 
maps, It will be seen that Great 
Britain has not adopted on the official 
charts issued by the hydrographic of- 
ficers of the admiralty the line now 
contended for by Canada, but has laid 
down upon them with possibly some 
slight variations the identical line 
that is contended for by the United 
States. . 
This is shown by reference to th 
line as traced on the admiralty chart 
of the Pacific Ocean in the edition of 
1887, and on the admuralty chart of 
Alaskan waters in the edition of 1898. 
These lines differ somewhat in the 
neighborhood of Mount St. Elias, one 
following an arrangement of 'moun- 
tains and the other following the wind- 
ing of the coast, but as to the two. 
essential points in controversy both 
maps agree and both sustain’ the 
American claim... By following the 
line of the coast at Lynn Canal these 


- lines, as will readily be seen, throw 


the whole of the Lynn Canal well inside 
the territory of the United States, 
The Canadian claim, as it stands to- 
day, has been arrived at by evolution. 
The treaty makes the boundary be- 
ginning at Prince of Wales Island and 
ascending to the north along the chan- 
nel called Portland Channel. As Port- 
land Channel, which runs to the north, 
begins almost due east of the south- 
ernmost point of Prince of Wales 
Island, the’Canadians set up the con- 
tention that the treaty-makers could 
not have meant Portland Channel, but 
must have had Behm Canal in mind. 
In accordance with this view, Mr. 
Smith, chief commissioner of lands and 
works in 1884, made a map in ‘biech 


‘he carried the line up Behm Canal. 


Aside from this the map followed in a 
general way the line contended for by 
the Americans. 

It was not until 1895 that the Cera- 
dian contention took its present shape. 
In that year. Mr. Wartin, the chief 
commissioner of lands and works, pub-. 
lished a map which shows the present 


Canadian contention in its full de- 


velopment. He took the same stand 
as his predecessor, and ran iis line up 
Behm Canal. Then he abandoned the 
winding of the coast, which the theory 
provided should be the guide in locat- 
ing the line ten marine leagies there- 
from, andbasing his work on the con- 
tention with which the treaty meant 
that the coast line should he con- 
sidered as running from headland to 
headland, he laid down what he termed 
the “undetermined boundary line.” 
This line,’ it will be seen, crosses the 
Lynn Canal immediately south of 
Bernrier’s Bay, and throws all cf the 
upper part of the. canal, including 
Dyea, Sk ay, Pyramid Harbor and 
‘other settlements and ‘the entrance 
into the harbor, into the territory 
claimed by the Canadians, and, it is 
contended by the representatives’ cf 
the United States, would be directly 
contrary to the provision of the 
treaty. 


A KLONDIKE CANARD. — 


‘Denial of Report that McDonald has 


Failed. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Aug. 11.—In the 
absence of confirmatory. advices no 
credence is given here to the report 
that Alexander McDonald, the Klon- 
dike mining king, is an insolvent. So 
far as can be ascertained the story of 
McDonald’s failure is based on the 
merest statement of Thomas Kilkenney, 
a returning Klondiker, to the effect 
that just before he left Dawson a 
friend of his told him that McDonald 
had filed a notice of insolvency at the 
Courthouse. 

A -number of reputable . Klondikers 
who left Dawson subsequent to the 
date on which McDonald is reported 
to have filed his notice of insolvency, 
say they heard-nothing of it, and be- 
lieve the story has no foundation. 


ANOTHER DENIAL. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
VICTORIA (B. C.,) Aug. 11.—E. Mer- 

men, who has just returned from 
Dawson, contradicts the statement that 
Alexander McDonald has filed a ro- 
tice of insolvency in the Dawson Coun- 
try Court. He is a personal friend of 
MoDonald, and says there not the 
slightest ground for the . statement. 
The day before he left one of McDon- 
ald’s military trains came in from 
oh cata with 150 to 200 pounds of gold 
ust. 

McDonald’s check is good for almost 
unlimited sums, and the big fellow is 
richer today than he ever was in his 
life. Mermen says McDonald has 
about sixty claims on Eldorado, Bo- 
nanza, Dawson, Sulphur, Hunker and 
other creeks. He can ascribe no other 
reason than jealousy for the reports 
ciroulated regarding McDonald’s finan- 
cial embarrassment. 


DAMAGE TO SHIPPING. 


Whaling Vessel’s Captain Confirms 
Report of St. Michaels Storm, 
[A. P. EARLY MORNINY REPORT.] 
SPATTLE (Wash.,) Aug. 11.—Capt. 
Mason of the steam whaler Jeanie con- 
firms previous reports of the damage 
done to St. Michaels shipping in the 
storm which raged around and off St. 

Michaels Island on July 12. 

The wrecks of thirty river steamers 
thrown upon the beach of the island 
bear out the testimony to the force 


and fury of the gale. Of this number, 
Capt. Mason says twenty-five are 
wrecked beyond repair.

GARCIA’S NEW MILITIA. 


SHALL BE COMPOSED OF AND 
OFFICERED BY CUBANS. 


The General Lays His Plans Before 

; Army Officers at Washington: 
Has Long Talk With Gen. Miles. 
Says He Gets Encouragement. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY- REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—Gen. Car- 
los Garcia of Cuba was engaged today 
in the presentation to army officers of 
plans for the Cuban militia. He had 
a long conference during the forenoon 
with Gen. Miles. The plan is to organ- 
ize several regiments from the soldiers 
who fought for Cuban independence 
into what shall constitute a national 
guard, and at the same time perform 
duties similar to those of the gendar- 
merie of European countries. 


He thinks the force could be utilized | 
_to maintain order and relieve many of 


the American soldiers. It could be 
classed as a part of the auxiliary 
force authorized” by the last Congress, 
but the intention is that it shall be 
officered by Cubans and paid out of 
the Cuban revenues. 

So far as he has been able to pre- 
sent the plan among. officials in this 
city, Gen. Garcia says- he has re- 
ceived encouragement. 


HAVANA NOTES. 


Work to Be Furnished the Unem.- 
ploy ed—School Reforms. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] | 
HAVANA, Aug. 11.—[By West In- 
dian Cable.] The efforts of those who 
have been trying to make an example 
of someone for cruelty to animals have 
at last been successful. Police Lieut. 
Metcalf has given orders to arrest two 
men, one for holding a mule, and the 
other for beating the animal with a 

club. They were fined $10 each. 

Sefior Lanuza, a secretary of justice, 
has presented a project to Gov.-Gen. 
Brooke to extend the vacations of the 
scholars and teachers of the public and 
municipal schools from August 25 to 
September 15, in order to open the 
schools after the proposed reforms in 
the Board of Public Instructions are 
approved. 

An order has been issued to the po- 
lice to take notice of all persons unem- 
ployed, in order to furnish them with 
work immediately. A month later, a 
rigorous law against vagrants will be 
enacted, directing the detection of 
idlers, who will then be sent to the 
forts. Gen. Brooke has ordered Sefior 
Yanez, secretary of the Department 
of Public Works, to order the civil gov- 
ernors of the province to report on the 
conditions of the roads in their respec- 
tive provinces, with the view of under- 
taking immediate repairs. 


CENSUS OF CUBA. 


Gen. Sanger to Have General Charge 

of the Work. 2 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—The Secre- 
tary of War has directed that the cen- 
sus of Cuba shall be completed by 
January .1 next, and Gen. Joseph San- 
ger of the Inspector-General’s depart- 
ment will be assigned to take general 
charge of the work, with headquarters 
at Havana. Gen. Sanger was in com-

‘ments of Cupa for several months after

“I beg that you will call upon: the 
public-spirited and human citizens of 
your cities to take active and immedi- 
ate measures in this exigency.

How the List Coulda Be Improved by 
Judicious Pruning. 


{[Dr. Louis L. Seaman Leslie’s 
Weekly:] The ration of the army to- 
day consists of the following constit- 
uents: Fresh beef, or mutton when 
the cost does not exceed. that of beef, 
20 ounces; or pork or bacon, 12 ounces; 
or salt beef, 22 ounces; or, when meat 
cannot be furnished, dried fish. 14 
ounces; or pickled fish or fresh fish, 18 
ounces or corn meal, 20 ounces. Bak- 
ing powder for troops in the tele, 
when necessary to enable them to bake 
their own bread, 16-25 ounce. Ueans 
or peas, 22-5 aunces; or rice or honi- 
irfy, 13-5 ounces. Potatoes, 16 ounces; 
or potatoes, 12 4-5 ounces, and onions, 
3 1-5 ounces; or potatoes, 11. 1-5 ounces, 
and canned tomatoes, 4 4-5 ounces, or 
44-5 ounces of other fresh vegetables, 
not canned, when they can be ob- 
tained in the vicinity of the post or 
transported in a wholesome condition 
from a distance. Coffee, green, 1 3-5 
ounces, or roasted coffee, 1 7-25 ounces, 
or tea, green or black, 8-25 ounces;

in the South it should limit that sup- 
ply and provide him with the diet 
suited to his new environment. It 
should, further, in southern or tropical 
campaigns, when barrack of camp life 
is abandoned for active work in. the 
field, readily adapt itself to the in- 
creased demand of the system for nitypo- 
genous elements; for field work, with 
its greater activity, requires greater 
energy-producing food than does the 
quieter life in barracks. This was 
illustrated in several.regiments that 


the artillery regiments which landed 
about the same time as did: my own, 
the First United States Volunteers En- 
gineers. This particular-regiment saw 


moment of its arrival until, wpon the 
signing of the protocol, it ‘was sent 
North. During its stay on the island— 
about six weeks—the troops subsisted 
almost entirely upon the “travel 
ration” (much worse. 
field ration when viewed

In order to reach the ideal, then, the 
present ration 
changed. The beef and salt pork com- 
ponent should be cut in two, and fari- 
naceous food and fish substituted. 
There would be plenty of meat left 
even then, for the old theory that meat 
alone makes brawn and muscle has 
long’ since* been exploded. Beef has 
been beaten time and again on the ath- 
letic field; and on the plains of Mara- 
thon, in the great international games 
recently held in the presence of the 
King and assembled thousands, the 
victorious champion in the twenty-mile 
foot race was he who had not tasted 
a single ounce of meat in his long 
course of training. Salted rations 
should also be issued but once or, at 
most, twice during the week, and fresh 
supplies should be provided from beef 
on the hoof at the point where issued. 
Of the cereals, one of the best is hom= 
iny which is not only nutritious and 
easily digested, but is relished by the 
men as well. Equally valuable is the 
rice component, and its present issue 
should be quadrupled in quantity. The 
black or red bean (frijol) of the trop- 
ios should be substituted, in southern 


country, and dried fruits, 
ples and prunes, 
the ration.

THE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION 
ADJOURNS SINE DIE. 


All Protests Against Assessments of 
Property itn Annexed Districts 
Denied—No Reductions on 
Franchise Valuations, 


Educated Englishman Sent to Jail 
from Pomona for Sleeping in a 
Box Car When Sick and 
Seeking Work. 


Solicitor Settles Shortages That 
Caused Arrest for Alleged Em- 
bezzlement—Depositions 
Completed, 


The City Board of Equalization has 
completed its labors and adjourned 
without day. The total reductions 
made by the board this year will 
amount.to a net sum of less than $100,- 
000, whereas the reductions last year 
amounted to: nearly $450,000. The re- 
sult will be that the city will secure 
proportionately that much more reve- 
nue at a time when revenue is what 
the city needs above anything else, 

All protests against the assessment 
by the city for the current fiscal year 
of property in the recently-annexed 
suburbs, Garvanza and _ University, 
were denied yesterday morning after a 
hearing of more than two hours’ dura- 
tion. The protesting property-owners 
assert that théy will carry the matter 
to.the court for final settlement, as 
they do not recognize the city’s right 
to assess them this year. 

The Board of Equalization yester- 
day refused to reduce the asscss- 
against the franchises of 
the several electric companies, and 
one of the companies which had 
been missed in making the ori- 
ginal assessments will be taxed on 
$10,000 on its franchises. 

The suggestion has been made to 
the City Council that the office of a 
city storekeeper. be created, the duties 
of that official being to look after and 
dispense the general supplies needed 
by the respective city departments. 
The plan was suggested by the ‘fact 
that all large corporations ffind it 
profitable to employ such an official 
and thereby stop  passible financial 
leaks and the overdrawing of accounts. 

Charles Verey, now in the County 
Jail under sentence of ten days for vag- 
rancy, says he was nabbed by ‘the 
officers at Pomona while he was in 
search of work. He claims to _ be 
studying for the priesthood, but being 
out of money he must work. Owing 
to a severe operation for pleurisy, 
however, he can only do light labor, 
and had gone to Pomona to work in 
the fruit, but was hounded, he says, 
by Constables who arrested him before 
he had full chance to get employment. 
His only crime, he avers, was sleep- 
ing in a box car in order to save his last 
dollar to. expend otherwise. 

The depositions in the suit for wages 
brought: by Rafael Guillot against 
Mario Lambardi, impresario of the 
Italian Opera Company, were com- 
pleted yesterday before Justice James. 
‘The singers leave for Denver after to- 
night, and Guillot’s case will be tried 
some time next week. 

Ira B. MecMahill, charged with ~em- 
bezzling $300 from George Rice & Sons, 
will be given a preliminary examina- 
tion in. the’ Township Court this morn- 
ing. It is understood that McMahill’s 
shortages have been settled and that 
he will be discharged this morning. 

A pipe burst in the engine room of 
the County Jail yesterday afternoon, 
causing over $50 damage. No one was 
hurt. The large outside elevator 
cannot run till the pipe is repaired. 


{AT THE CITY HALL.) 
PROTESTS DENIED. 


OWNERS OF SUBURBAN PROPERTY 
MUST PAY CITY TAXES. 


Garvanza and University People to 
Appeal to the Courts—Board of 
Equalization Coneludes Its Work, 
New Office Proposed. 


The City Board of Equalization has 
completed its labors and adjourned sine 
die aftér doing a most important sea- 
son’s work. Notwithstanding the fact 
that there had been a general increase 
in the assessed valuation of property of 
various kinds, the reductions from the 


‘assessment made by the City Assessor 


were smaller than any board has made 
for years. ‘The result will be that the 
city’s. revenue. will be materially in- 
créased just at a time when the money 
is most needed and it will not be neces- 
sary to'make the tax levy so high as 
it would otherwise have been. The in- 
crease in valuation was not confined to 
realty and the improvements thereon, 
but personal property came in for an 
unprecedented increase, the collections 
from that source being greater than 
ever before. 
MUST PAY THEIR SHARE. 

The board yesterday unanimously de- 
cided that the owners of property in 
the recently annexed districts, Gar- 
vVanza and Universty, must pry their 
proportions of the burden of expense 
of the municipality and after a long 
hearing all protests against the assess- 
ment of property in these districts were 
denied and the assesSments. stand, 
When the meeting of the board, was 
called to order yesterday morning the 
Council chamber was: crowded to the 
doors. More than two hundred prop- 
erty-owners appeared in response to the 
citations issued last week by the City 
Clerk, and most of them were there 


| to enter their protests against the pro- 


posed action of the board in listing 
their property on this year’s assess- 
ment roll. A few, however, did not 
object to this proposed taxation, say- 
ing that if iney were to receive the 
benefits of the municipal government 
they were willing to pay their expense 
of maintaining it. The protestants 
were represented by a number of at- 
torneys and for a time the discussion 
was lively. When, at the conclusion of 
the session, it was decided by the 
board to deny all the protests and let 
the assessrhents stand, it was openly 
stated .that the disappointed protest- 
ants would appeal to the courts ‘to 
prevent the collection of taxes based 
upon these assessments. 

The preperty-owners took the posi- 
tion that inasmuch. as they were not a 
part of the city on the first Monday in 
March the status of their property was 
such that the lien for taxes did not 
apply and that consequently no assess- 
ment could be made against them, They 
further asserted that the Board. of 
Equalization had no right to adopt’! the 


essessment made by the City Assessor, 


who, they claimed, was alone compe- 


‘tent to make such assessment. They 


further contendéd that an inducement 
had been held out to them at the' time 
of the annexation by persons desiring 


them to vote in favor of annexation; 
that they would not have to pay taxes 
for eighteen months. It Was also 
averred by thé protestants that at the 
time of the annexation of the Vernon, 
Rosedale and Highland Park districts 
no taxes were levied for the then cur- 
rent year. It was also claimed by them 
that they not having had a voice in 
the election of city officials, had no 
representation and therefore should not 
be taxed, 

City Attorney Haas represented the 
city and all of the argument of the 
Other side seemed to be directed against 
him. His position on the various 
questions was briefly stated, as fol- 
lows: | 

The ordinary idea that the taxes lev- 
ied for municipal or other purposes 
relate to the first Monday in March is 
an erroneous one, that date being 
simply an arbitrary one fixed by stat- 
ute from which the ownership of prop- 


|erty and its valuation are determined. 


The Assessor does not make the as- 
sessment on that date, but commences 
then and continues to make  assess- 
ments until the first of July following. 
The first Mohday in March is taken 
by him as the date upon which the 
ownership of property is determined, 
as well as ita valuation. Even after 
the Agsessor has completed his work 
and turned over his books to the Board 
of Equalization, the assessments are 
not complete until that board has 
passed upon them and modified and 
changed various assessments in order 
to produce equality among them. After 
this the rate of taxation is determined 
by the City Council from the estimates 
of probable expenditures for the fiscal 
year, which begins July 1, and ends 
June 30 following. This rate is then 
applied to the valuation theretofore 
made and the levy of taxes is made on 
the fourth Monday in September. As 
soon as the levy is made the lien for 
taxes relates back to the first Monday 
in March and the person who was on 
that date the owner of property is 
chargeable with the same. The taxes 
thus collected can only be used for ex- 
penditures of that fiscal year. 

The City Attorney pointed out that 
the annexation act under which Gar- 
vanza and University were joined to 
the city provides that these sections 
shall become, immediately npon tke 
filing of the certificates of annexation 
with the Secretary of State, to all in- 
tent8 and purposes portions of the city 
to which they have been annexed, ¢x- 
cept that they shall not be taxed for 
any portion of any bonded indebted- 
ness which said city may have in- 
curred prior to their annexation. Inas- 
much es certificates of annexation for 
both Garvanza and University were 
filed with the Secretary of State on 
June 12 of this year, the annexed por- 
tions became immediately parts of the 
city, entitled to the enjoyment of all 
the privileges as such and responsible 
for their share of the burdens growing 
out of the same. As the fiscal year 
of this city did not begin until July 
1, and as the taxes to be collected are 
clone applicable to the indebtedness 
for this fiscal year, and as the residents 
of the annexed districts will enjoy the 
privileges of citizens of the city of Los 
Angeles during the entire fiscal year, 
there is no reason, either equitable or 
moral, why they should not contribute 
their just proportion to the burdens 
of the government of the city for the 
fiscal year. Any other’ construction 
would mean that the rest of the city 
would have to support the entire gov- 
ernment and that the annexed dis- 
tricts would participate in its benefits 
without contributing thereto. | 

The mere fact that at the time the 
other districts were annexed no toxes 
were levied is not an excuse for any 
omission of that kind now, according 
to the City Attormey, as it would 
simply be perpetuating an error. Nor 
can it be said that residents of the an- 
nexed districts are unrepresented. as 
they tceok into consideration at the time 
of voting on the question cf annexa- 
tion the fact that they would become 
part of the city and would be repre- 
sented by its officials, thereby in ef- 
fect voting for such officials. The 
statute further frovides that when 
eny property escapes taxation, the 
Board of Equalization may, upon no- 
tice given to the owners, make such 
assessment and the sameis as effective 
for all intents and purposes os if made 
originall¥ by the Assessor. This 
would be conclusive upon the point 
that the lien for taxes does not depend 
upon the status of property on the 
first Monday in Moarch, but becomes 
effective on the fourth Monday in Sep- 
tember, when the levy is made. 

After nearly two hours’ discussion, 
in which various members of the board 
perticipated, a motion was adopted de- 
nying all the protests ond ordering the 
assessments as obtained from the 
county records. Notice was given that 
some of the owners of property propose 


to take the matter to the courts for. 


settlement. What form the matter will 
t»ke in the courts has not been deter- 
mined, but it is probable that the 
property-owners will refuse to pay the 
taxes and then try to..prevent the 
city’s collection of them. 

FINISHED ITS BUSINESSS. 

The afternoon session of the Board 
of Equalization was devoted to the 
disposition of the several important 
applications for reductions of assess- 
ments which had been filed some time 
ago and which had been taken wnder 
advisement. The application of C. 
Henne tor a reduction from $43,000 to 
$20,000 on property on Los Angeles 
street near Third was denied. His op- 
plication for a reduction from $134,860 
to $100,860 on the Henne Block on 
Third street was not fully granted, a 
reduction of $10,000 being made on that 
property. 

The Bradbury estate asked for a re- 
duction from $38,100 to $25,000 on the 
Bradbury residence at Court and Hill 
streets, and a reduction of $10,000 wos 
granted. The assessment on the Brad- 
bury building at Third and Broadway 
was reduced from $210,000 to $190,000. 

The epplication of Homer Laughlin 
for a reduction from $130,000 to $90,000 
was denied. Similar action was taken 
on the applicetion of Mrs. Eliza Wil- 
son for a reduction from $70,000 to $60,- 
000 on the Hotel Broadway property. 
The assessment on the Pellissier prop- 
erty on Seventh street was reduced 
to $9600 from $12,675. 

The application of Herman W. Hell- 
man. for a reduction from $116,000 to 
$93,425 on the property at Fourth and 
Spring streets was:denied. James W. 
Hellman was granted a reduction from 
$20,000 to $16,000 on his stock of hard- 
were. He wanted the reduction to $15,- 


The application of the Los Angeles 
Electric Company for reduction of 
assessment on its franchise from  25.,- 
000, to $5000: the San Gabriel Fiectric 
Company from $20,000 to .$5000, and the 
Edison Electric from $25.000 
to $5000 were denied. The electric light- 
ing and power franchise of the Los An- 
geles Railway Company wos assessed 
eat $10,000. it having escaped assessment 
by the City Assessor. The assess-nent 
of the Los Angeles Soap Company was 
fixed at $32,625. 

Up to yesterday the net reductions 
made by the board on all the assess- 
ments which had been considered 
amounted to $124,415. The total reduc- 
tions made yesterday were $54,775, but 
edditions amounting to $17,350 were 
made, bringing the net reductions of 
yesterday to $37,425. The total net re- 
ductions made by the board during its 
sessions were $161,840. 

This figure, however, does not repre- 
sent the actual amount that the total 
assessments will be lowered, for the 
reason that after turning over his 
books to the City Clerk on the first 
Monday in July. City Assessor Ward 
added to the rolls on account of per- 
sonel property assessments to the 
amount of $78,900. In the work of the 
board there was a general enulization 
of assessments, a cutting off here and 
an adding to there which will amount 
to a sum, yet to be determined, which 
will reduce the actual net reductions 


and the amount which must be re- 
duced from the totals mode by the 
City Assessor to something computed 
to$ be under $50,000. The amount 
added to the rolls by reason of the as- 
sessments-of the property in the an- 
nexed districts has not been consid- 
ered in the totals, as the additions 


have not been made ond could not be 


made until after the action: of the 
board yesterday in legalizing these 
assessments. 

Some time must elapse before the 
actual rate of taxation for this fiscal 
year can be made known, as that will 
depend upon the amount of revenue 
which must be raised for all purposes. 


NEW OFFICE POSSIBLE. 


Proposition to Have a City Keeper 
of Supplies. 

The recent attempt on the part of 
certain persons to have the city ac- 
cept as good hay stuff that was fit for 
nothing but bedding, and the generally 
loose methods which have been prac- 
ticed in some of the departments with 
reference to the securing of needed 
supplies, has caused some _ discussion 


among the members of the City,Coun-} 


cil as to the necessity for the appoint- 
ment of a man to take charge of all 
supplies and to dispense them to the 
departments on presentation of prop- 
erly certified requisitions. As yet the 
creation of such an office is only a sug- 
gestion, but it is being seriously con- 
sidered by the Councilmen with a view 
to ascertaining whether enough could 
not be saved by this plan to pay the 
salary of such an official, and leave 
a margin besides. . 

The plan has not been suggested in 
matured form and it may not be acted 
upon, but some of the Councilmen 
have suggested that if a good man 
could be appointed city store-keeper 
there would be no. possibility of a 
repetition of the hay scandal, and the 
several departments would not find it 
possible to overrun their accounts at 
pleasure. The purpose of the sug- 
gestion is to stop possible leaks in city 
finances... As yet the matter has been 
discussed only informally, and the ar- 
gument has been used that every large 
corporation has such Officials whose 
duty it is to look after the supplies 
for the various departments, and 
whose presence and authority is a 
check upon the needless expenditure of 
money. 

Gone to Santa Catalina. 

Mayor Eaton and a party of friends 
left yesterday morning for Santa Cata- 
lina Island to be gone several days. 
President Silver of the Council was of- 


‘ficially notified of the Mayor's depar- 


ture, and by virtue of his office he is 
acting Mayor.

VICTIM OF THE LAW. 


ENGLISHMAN SUFFERS FROM RA- 
PACIOUS POMONA OFFICIALS. 


~ 


A College-bred Man and Candidate 
for the Priesthood Jailed for Ten 
Days for Sleeping in a Box Car 
While Sick and Out of Work. 


In the County Jail, serving ten days 
for alleged vagrancy, is Charles Verey. 
2 well-educated man of British birth, 
who has a hard-luck tale to unfold. 
Verey was brought in trom Pomona 
on Thursday, where he was convicted 
of seeking rest and shelter in a box 
car Wednesday night. 

According to Verey’s story, he is 
30 years cf age, and ever since hoy- 
hood has been studying for the priest- 
hood. He is well-educated in the 
classics and is within a year or so of 
a degree. He has a working knowledge 
of Latin, resided for a long time in 
France, where he learned to speak the 
language fluently, and under his own 
tutelage has become conversant with 
German. A the present time he is put- 
ting his ten days’ sentence to good 
use in learning Spanish. Such are his 
educational attainments, as Verey him- 
self describes them. In the office of the 
County Jail are several books and 
manuals belonging to him that are in- 
tended to advance a student toward 
priestly position, as well as letters from 
ecclesiastical functionaries in the Mid- 
dle West, said to be in reply to queries 
anent certain places where young 
churchmen are wanted. 

Some months ago Verey, so he says, 
was released from a St. Louis hospi- 
tal, where he underwent a severe 


operation for pleurisy, and was sent. 


to California for further relief from 
the balmy climate. He has no money, 
and is unable to do heavy work on ac- 
count of his weak side. Several days 
ago, hearing that men were wanted 
to work with fruit at Pomona dry- 


’ houses, he set out in search of a job. 


We arrived in Pomona late in the 
afternoon, he says, and was unable to 
find anything to do before sunset. Hav- 
ing only a dollar, he did not care to 
spend any of it for lodging. He thought 
he would spend the night in a box 
car. He had not reposed long on the 
luxuricus bottom of his chosen freight 
coach before a Constable had him in 
his clutches. He carefully stowed him 
away in the calaboose, awaiting the 
morning. Then the unfortunate tour- 
ist was found guilty of vagrancy, the 
justice of the peace got his $3 fee andthe 
Constahle about $2 and mileage for 
landing their victim in the County Jail. 
Verey spoke many times yesterday of 
what he considered the injustice done 
him, and said he wondered that offi- 
cers of the law should be permitted to 
hang about railroads and depots for no 
other reason thon to make fees of not 
more than $83.33. 4a month out of the 
misfortunes of their fellows, whom, he 
says, the constables seem only too glad 
to brand as vagrants. 

The records of the County Jail show 
that the officers of Pomona are making 
something of a specialty of vagrancy 
errests. The number of prisoners from 
San José township booked since the 
first of the year is said on good au- 
thority to exceed greatly that of any 
other township in the county for the 
same length of time. The record is 
os follows: For January, 37 prisoners: 
February, 24; March, 33: April, 15: 
Mey, 19; June, 11; July, 15; and Au- 
gust, 7 to date. 

The laws permit the courts to convict 
men of vagrancy if they are found 
sieeping in box cars. This provision is 
aimed to prevent tramps from setting 
railroad property on fire. In Los An- 
geles such “‘vagrants” ere almost in- 
variably given a suspended sentence. 
The Pomona authorities so hunger and 
thirst for victims that a stranger jis 
in danger of arrest merely for walking 
along a road within the township. 


HIS SHORTAGE SETTLED. 


Ira B. MeMahill, Charged With Em- 
bezziement, to Be Discharged. 
Ira B. MeMahill, who is charged with 
embezzling $300 from George Rice & 
Sons, was arraigned before Justice 
James yesterday morning, and his pre- 
liminary examination was set down for 
August 23. Such was the disposition 
of the matter as first made, but later 
in the day some new and. pertinent 
facts were discovered that led the Dis- 
trict Attorney to wish to dispose of 
the case soon. Accordingly, the prelirm- 
nary hearing will be held at 9 o’clock 
a.m. today, instead of on the latter 
date. It is understood that the Rices 
have accepted a settlement from Mc- 
Mahill and that the case will, prob- 

y be dismissed as soon as all the 
evidence at hand can be taken. It has

Chief Deputy District Attorney Wil- 
bur has just forwarded a lengthy com- 
munication to County Assessor Nichol, 
answering a long list of questions rela- 
tive to the effect of the recent annexa- 
tion on cértain school afd road dis- 
tricts, and also in regard to the Long 
Beach wharf bonded = indebtedness, 
Whenever a school district is divided, 
Mr. Wilbur says, the part joined to a 
new district becomes liable for its pro- 
portion of the bonded indebtedness of 
the new.district, and ceases absolutely 
to be a part of the old. In regard to 
Long Beach, he says the new part of 
Long Beach city is not Hable for its 
proportion of the wharf bonds. Mr. 
Wilbur also holds that that part of 
the Los Angeles road district known 
as Garvanza, which was incorporated 
and became a part of the city on June 
12, 1899, is not liable for any road tax; 
and he is of the same opinion in ref- 
erence to the same condition of things 

at University. 


DEPOSITIONS COMPLETED. 


Guillot’s Salary Suit Against Lame 
bardi Set for Trial. 

The Township Court was again filled 
with Italian singers yesterday, who 
had gathered to complete depositions 
in the suit for salaries begun by Rafael 
Guillot against M. Lambardi, impreg- 
sario of the Italian Opera Company, 
Guillot is suing Lambardi to recover 
$73.30, alleged to be due for his own

Af- 
ter the testimony of Petrovich, the

had been taken, the depositions were 
completed’ and Justice James set the 
case for trial on August 17.

PIPE BURSTS. 


Small Damage in Engine Room at 
County Courthouse. 

A small bit of consternation filled the 
engine house at the County Courthouse 
yesterday afternoon, when the air was 
thick with flying débris and water un- 
der pressure of several hundred pounds 
was gushing from the floor, The sevens . 
inch iron pipe that runs to the accu- 
mulators, supplying power for the ele- 
vators, burst about two feet under- 
ground at 4 o’clock and tore up the ce- 
ment floor in the engine room to the 
extent of about a yard square. “The 
threads of the pipe suddenly stripped 
and the elbow blew off,’ is Engineer 
Norton’s explanation of the _ trouble. 
The damage is fixed at something more 
than $50. No one was injured. Both 
elevators happened to be standing at 
the bottom of their pits when the ac- 
cident occurred, otherwise casualties 
might have happened in them. The big 
elevator cannot run until the damage 
is repaired. The small one, on the in- 
side of the building, however, is unime« 
paired.

THE ALASEAN BOUNDARY. 

It is becoming more apparent, as 
facts are brought to light in relation 
to the Alaskan boundary dispute be- 
tween the United States and Canada, 
‘that the claims of the latter country 


are untenable, and that a fair decision, | 


when it is finally reached—and we 
are bound to believe such a determi- 
nation will be reached sooner or 
later—will sustain the contention of 
the United States upon nearly all the 
points involved. It appears, from the 
latest information brought out by the 
_ discussion, that the coast line claimed 
by the United States is substantially 
the same as that set down in the of- 
ficial charts issued by the hydro- 
graphic officérs of the British Ad- 
miralty. The lime as laid down on the 
admiralty chart of 1887 and again on 
that of 1898. is said to be almost 
identical with the coast line claimed 
by our government. The Canadian 
boundary line, as defined by treaty, is 
ten marine leagues back from the 

line; and taking the British 
admiralty chart as a basis, it is found 
that the whole of the Lynn Canal is 
well within the territory of the United 
States. 

There is no likelihood that there 
will be war between the United States 
and Canada, nor between the United 
Btates and Great Britain, as a result 
of this boundary dispute. Somewhere 
between the conflicting claims lies the 
golden mean of right and justice. We 
shall arrive at a right conclusion in 
the end, though the dispute may be 
long, and perhaps somewhat acrimoni- 
Ous at times. The recent utterances 
of Sir Wilfred Laurier were extremely 


injudicious, and in very bad taste. but | 


since he has disavowed any intent to 
provoke hostile feeling. his 
words have been forgiven if not 
wholly forgotten on this side of the 
border. Meantime, let us proceed to 
settle this tempest in a teapot by ra- 
tional methods, as becomes rational 
men. 


PROTECT THE ORANGE GROWERS. 

Advices from New York state that 
dealers in California citrus fruits in 
that market are perfectly in accord 
with the movement already begun in 
California to oppose any reduction in 
the existing tariff rate on fruits com- 
ing into this country from Jamaica. 
A reciprocity agreement on the lines 
proposed will be an irreparable in- 
jury to the California fruit-grower. 
and those in apy way interested in 
Pacific Coast fruits will fight the pro- 
posed new tariff for .all they are 
worth. 

A conservative estimate of the  or- 
ange crop of California for the com- 
ing season places it at 15,000 carloads, 
while some believe that it will be con- 
siderably larger. This will give us 
plenty of cranges to supply the mar- 
kets of the entire country, without 
having to call on foreign importations. 
There is no good reason that can be 
advanced why the United States 
should admit citrus fruit from abroad 
at reduced rates. The orange-growing 
industry of the United States, both 
fin Californja and Florida, has been 
built up through the expenditure of 
@ vast amount of patient labor and 
money on part of some of the’ most 
intelligent men who have ever gone 
into the culture of the soil. They cer- 
tainly deserve some consideration at 
the hands of the government. If it 
were a fact that the people of the 
Hast were charging @n unreasonably 
high price for citrus fruit, there 
would be some reason for asking that 
importations should be allowed at a 
reduced rate, in order to place the 
fruit within the reach of all. Such. 
however, is absolutely mot the case. 
While it is true that fresh deciduous 
fruits from California sell in the East 
at price that is often almost 
hibitory, on the other hand, the price 
of California citrus fruits is very rea- 
/ sonable. 


hasty | 


In fact, choice navel or- 


| anges may be bought in most of the 
large markets in the East at about 
_the same price that is asked for them 
at the fruit stands of Los Angeles. 

A fruit man is quoted in the New 
York Commercial as follows: 

“We have been years in building 
up the California fruit interest to 
where it now is, and I believe that if 
the profiosed reduction of 20 per cent. 
becomes a fact, our work of years will 
be ruined. Under ordinary conditions 
we are able to supply our own Mar- 
kets at a reasonable profit, but once 
admit the product of foreigners into 
competition with us on such terms as 
are proposed, and we will be crowded 
out of all the markets of the East. 
Under the present tariff of about 
$1.50 per barrel we can land our fruit 
in this market a little cheaper than 
they can from Jamaica, but teke off 
20 per cent. and allow for spoiled fruit 
and we will be handicapped in our 
own markets.” 

It will doubtless only be necessary 
for us to make the facts of the case 
entirely plain in order to prevent the 
admission of citrus fruits from the 
islands at reduced rates. In this mat- 
ter we certainly have justice on our 
side. 


| To the uninitiated the action of 
| First Officer Single of the steamship 
| Slocum, which was caught in the 
| hurricane off Porto Rico, in wresting 
the command from the captain and 
causing the countermanding of the 
captain's orders, looks quite the heroic 
thing. especially as the barge over 
which they disagreed chanced to be 
saved: but there is a more serious 
side to it all. ‘Officers and men, at 
sea and on. shore, are sworn to obey 
| all lawful orders of their superiors, 
-and Capt. Thomas was competent to 
| issue the order to cut the barge loose. 
To him it was the ship, cargo, treas- 
'ure and lives of the officers and crew 
| against the barge and two men. The 
/act of the mate was simple mutiny, 
and no authority could exist in time 
of trial if such acts were counte- 
nanced. That this barge was saved 
does not.chfnge the case, tdt how 
would it be if the barge were iocst? 
This is a most unusual case for which, 
happily, there is little precedent in 
American maritime annals, and it is 
confidently expected by all who know 
the value of unquestioned obedience 
_ that this headstrong officer may be 
| vigorously dealt with by the national 
inspectors. A sailor’s creed is “Obey 
orders if you break owners,” and the 
mate knew’ it well. It does not re- 
quire argument to a thinking man to 
‘prove that such acts are subversive of 
all authority, and that while they 
could admire the emotional animus 
'of the mate they must condemn the 
act andthe insubordination it fos- 
tered. Where would Dewey or Schley 
be if some big-headed captain climbed 


of battle without orders, solely be- 
cause he thought those officers could 
not see what was needed? 


Democrats are fond of boasting that 
the Democratic party is the party of 
labor, yet it is a fact, as the New 
York Tribune recently pointed out, 
that the Republican party has added 
more to the wages of AmefMcan tabor 
while the Democratic party has 
thrown more men out of employment 
than any other.

PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Aug. 10.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondefce.] Walter Talbot, a 
prominent merchant of Phoenix, has 
been appointed by the Board of Super- 
visors Commiptsioner of Immigration 
for Maricopa founty.

The summer has seen the passing of 
an iddustry through which it had been 
hoped Arizona would accumulate 
wealth. The Anglo-American Cenaigre 
Company has thrown up the sponge and 
retired from business, though, south 
of Phoenix, across Salt River, there 
are now 2000 acres planted to canaigre. 
The assets of the company have been 
sold by the Sheriff to satisfy a judgment 
in favor of the estate of Michael Worm- 
ser, deceased, in the sum of $17,517, 
for rent of land and water for four 
years. The company had not paid a 
cent of rent during all the time it has 
been operating in Arizona. The prop- 
erty, consisting of crop on the ground 
and tools that cost $10,000, was bid in 
by Charles Goldman, administrator of 
the Wormser estate, for $1200, absut 
$100 less’ than the cost to which the 
estate has been put in the matter cof 
eviction. The tools are nearly all of 
special design, suitable only to the 
uses to which they had been put in 
the cultivation, digging and slicing of 
the canaigre root. The company Was 
heavily capitalized in England, with 
offices in New York and with an elabor- 
ate staff of managers and agents. It 
is not thought that the canaigre trade 
is unprofitable because of any lack. of 
virtue in the product. It has always 
been understood that the chip canaigre 
shipped to Europe from Arizona has 
been sold with a considerable degree 
of profit. The company started busi- 
res by employing several hundred 
Japanese, who searched the banks of 
Salt, Agua Fria and Hassayampa 
rivers for the astringent tubers in their 
avild state. Then the land south of the 
river was secured and the raising of 
canaigre begun in cultiveted fields. 

One of the most extraordinarv at- 
tempts at murder ever known in the 
extraordinary criminal histery of Ari- 
zona was perpetrated early Sunday 
morning at McCabe, a mining camp in 
the Bradshaw Mountains, south of Pies- 
cott. The criminal's animus was di- 
rected against Carl Behn, a iocal store- 
keeper. At 12:30 a.m. the camp was 
awakened by a terrific «xplosion, which 
was found to have wrecked the front of 
Behn’s store and thrown the go209is 
within into almost hovviers chaos of 
broken glass and smash2d boxes.

The fuse 
had burned down to the cap, which 
had failed to explode. When tested 
later it was found perfect. Only ihis

Cc. D. Fitch, believed to have been a 
nephew of William C. Ralston, the 
noted California pioneer and capitalist, 
committed suicide July 25, by shooting 
himself through the head. The deed 
was done in a cabin on Granite Creek, 
only a short distance from Prescott. 
The body was not discovered for a 
week. After the Coroner’s jury had 
rendered a verdict of suicide, a brief 
note was found, wherein Fitch stated 
he was tired of life. The suicide had 
plainly been caused by destitution, for 
not a scrap of food could be found in 
the cabin. Fitch was a placer miner. 
He had gathered a large amount of 
placer gravel ready for working with 
the first rainfall, but the rain came 
in a fiood and washed his precious 
gravel away. 

Arnold Wollock has been sent from 
Prescott to the Territorial Insane Asy- 
lum near Phoenix, from which institu- 
tion he was released only six weeks 
ago. Wollock, till his incarceration in 
the asylum, for several years worked 
on a tunnel which he was driving alone 
into a worthless porphyry dyke in 
Humbug district, in Southern Yava- 
pai county. When he started his work 
the miners about only laughed at his 
simplicity. Later he developed a dan- 
gerous mania. He believed his claim 
of fabulous value and kept guard at 
the tunnel mouth with rifle and re- 
volver, occasionally patrolling the 
vicinity, taking snap shots at indi- 
viduals or object. Wollock’s insanity 
is said to have been “developed” by a 
Los Angeles spiritual medium, a Mrs. 
Parker, of South Spring street. By 
her he was directed to drive the tun- 
nel into the porphyry dyke, and from 
her, in Wollock’s possession, were 
found a number of letters giving fur- 
ther directions concerning the manner 
in which the mine should be worked. 
When he returned to the mine, after 
incarceration since February, he re- 
sumed his correspondence with the me- 
dium «nd again mounted armed guard 
over the treasure that had been given 
him through spookish guidance. 

By executive proclamation there has 
been offered a reward of $500 for the 
apprehension of Bishop, the murderer 
of Wingfield and Rogers. This brings 
the total of rewards up to $1750. Bishop 
is still believed to be hiding in the 
Clear Creek country in the Mogollon 
Mountains.

From the Copper Mountain 
hillside came a cloudburst that not 
only washed away the camp cook-house 
end blacksmith shop, but as well elim- 
inated a dump of several hundred tons 
of second-class ore and filled four min- 
ing shafts with weter to the brim.

BOERS ARE DESPERATE 
In Event of War They Threaten to 
Wreck Mines. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 

LONDON, Aug. 11.—[By Atiantie 
Cable.] The Boer organ in London, the 
Standard and Diggers’ News, today 
publishes a Johannesburg dispatch 
threatening Great Britain, in the event 
of war, saying that the Boers are de- 
termined to wreck the mines and irre- 
trievably ruin the general body of 
Shareholders by blowing up millions’ 
worth of machinery. It adds that war 
will mean the absolute ruin of Jehan- 
nesburg, both as a town and as a min- 
ing center, and says further: 

“While it will doubtless end in a 
victory for England, the price of that 
victory will be the ruin of thousands 
who ought to consider the price that 
they must pay before authorizing the 
government to declare war.”

‘ARCHITECTS PRESENT IDEAS FOR 


A PERMANENT STRUCTURE. 


Perspective Drawings and Plans 
Submitted—Merchants and Mann- 
facturers’ Committee Discuss the 
Incorporation of a 
Hall Association, 


Five drawings of convention halls 
were submitted by Los Angeles archi- 
tects to the special committee of the 
Merchants and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation on permanent convention hall 
at its meeting yesterday afternoon. 
The plans presented are not detailed, 
but are perspective drawings, accom- 
panied by outlines of the general ar- 
rangement of the interior. 

The members of the committee pres- 
ent inspected the plans with lively in- 
terest, and decided that it would be 
advisable to place them on exhibjtion 
in some store window, as a means of 
arousing pubjic attention. The chair- 
man, R. E. Marx, was instructed to 
report progress to the directors of the 
Merchants and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation at their meeting iast evening. 
It is the belief of the committee that 
the best thing to be done to Lurther the 
enterprise is to incorporate a conven- 
tion hall association, ani to start out 
on @ systematic canvass for funds to 
erect a building with a seating capac- 
ity of 10,000, suitable for »ational een- 
ventions, horse shows, politic al gather- 
ings, fairs, or carnival purpcses, a 
building which shall be a credit to 
the city architecturally. 

Ll, Valk offered drawings of a 
building, whose interior arrangement 
much resembles that of Madison 
Square Garden in New York. The 
arcade entrance is surmounted by a 
lofty tower much like that of Madison 
Square Garden, and the building is 
flanked by square corner towers. 

John Parkinson’s drawings were 
somewhat reminiscent of the California 
building at the Chicago World’s Fair, 
but differed materially because of a 
central dome of great size. The de- 
sign is prevailingly mission in style. 

The design drawn by S. M. Goddard 
of Kilpatrick & Goddard, is distin- 
guished by a steep roof rising to a 
supola in the center, and numerous 
massive towers. 

A. M. Edelman submitted Arawings 


of a building much resembling the Me-. 


chanic’s Pavilion in San Francisco. 
The entrance is under an immense 
arch, The central portion of the rectan- 
gular building is three stories in height 
with wings two stories in height on 
each side.

Southern Pacitic Train Backed 
Over Them as They Strove 
-to Avoid It at a Dan- 
gerous Crossing. 


Dispute as to Whether Anyone Was 
on Rear Platform—Alleged 
Part of Scheme to Hold 
a Franchise. 


Miss Mamie Scribner was killed and 
her sister, Mrs. Arthur Brentner, was 
probably fatally injured in an acci- 
dent on the Southern Pacific Railroad 
in San Pedro yesterday afternoon. A 

train backing rapidly down a heavy 
grade, as they were driving across 

the track, swept over them and be- 
fore it was stopped it had accom- 

» plished its fatal work. The accident 
occurred about 4 p. m. ; 

Miss Scribner, aged 23, and Mrs. 
Brentner, aged 21, and but recently 
married, started in company with 
their -four-year-old brother Willie to 
drive from the business part of the 
town to Timm’s Point. They rode 
in a buggy drawn by one horse. The 
crossing is a little south of the line of 
Sixth street produced eastward. From 
where they were driving the track up 
the grade is hidden by various obstruc- 
tions. According to - the evidence 
Bathered from eyewitnesses they did 
not perceive that the train was back- 
ing down the grade until it was almost 
upon them. Then one of the women 
struck the horse with a whip. The 
stroke seems to have saved the horse, 
and caused their undoing. Spurred 
by the lash the animal forged ahead to 
a position where it was beyond the 
track, and the buggy was fairly over 
the rails. 

The end of the rear car appeared to 
strike the women and sweep .over 
them like a wave. The carriage was 
smashed into small fragments, which 
were hurled over a considerable area.

THE WAR CENSORSHIP. 


The Attempt to Cripple Our Arny 
in Luzon. 


[San Francisco Chronicle:] James 
Creelman is nothing if not impudent. 
Because the censor at Manila refused 
to let him cable his ‘customary fikes 
he says that “Gen. Otis’s conditions 
for press dispatches were so out- 
rageously unfair that I and other cor- 
respondents refused to send anything, 
preferring not to send a lot of lies.” 
To those who have followed the news- 
paper work of this unscrupulous 
“commissioner” in various parts of 
the world the supreme audacity of this 
excuse will be at once apparent. It 
goes without saying that when Creel- 
man’s Philippine dispatches were 
stopped it was for the same reason that 
most of his previous fakes ought to 
have been—notably, the story of the 
Port Arthur ‘‘massacre,”’ the discovery 
of Cervera’s fleet at Cadiz when it was 
at Martinique, the repudiated interview 
with the Pope, and the weird tale of 
the flight of starving mechanics from 
Ohio to England as a result of the 
Dingley tariff. 

The regulations made by Gen. Otis 
touching the publication of news about 
the movements and condition of the 
army are, as we have explained before, 
the ones customary to all generals, 
and all wars. They are the same as 
were enforced by Grant, Sheridan, 
Thomas and other successful generals 
in the latter half of the civil war. For 
the want of them our earlier com- 
manders ‘met several defeats, news 
sent to.the Washington press about 
critical movements having reached 
Richmond soon enough to apprise the 
Confederate generals of what was 
going on. It is possible in the Philip- 
pines for a cablegram sent to New 
York to be repeated to the Filipino 
junta and sent to sea on its way to 
Luzon within twelve hours. For this 
reason Gen. Otis has required and 
properly required that military news, 
before being given to the world, 
should be revised by him. If he did 
not enforce such a rule it would be 
ground for his dismissal from his post. 

Enraged because they cannot get ma- 
terial for their daily sensations, the 
vicious journals are trying to make it 
appear that Gen. Otis maintains his 
censorship to deceive the American 


people about the course of the war. 


The exact opposite is the case. If he 
had an object in deteiving any one it 
would be the enemy; but what he is 
trying to do is to keep the American 
people from being ‘deceived by such 
yellow falsifiers as accompanied Gen. 
Shafter in the Santiago campaign. 
Give the Creelmans, et al., all the rope 
they want and they would hang the best 
of generalsand the best of causes at 
the crossroads of public opinion. Every 
trifling reverse would be enlarged into 
an utter rout; every victory would be 
used to discredit the commander «nd 
bestow the farhe upon accident; every 
sick man in the hospital would be mul- 
tiplied by ten, and his ailments magni- 
fied; every pound of beef spoiled in 
the sun would be called “embalmed;” 
every secret which the corresponients 


might ferret out would be betrayed;

AUGUST DISBURSEMENTS. Inter- 
est due and payable August 1 or there- 
abouts in this country amounts to 
$12,548,541, as compared with $9,439,381 
last year. Dividends payable during 
the month aggregate $17,696,079, as 
against $15,394,891 last year, making a 
tutal of $30,244,620, as against $24,834,- 
222 last year and $21,920,285 four years. 
ago. In addition to these payments by 
corporations the government disburses 
nearly $5,000,000 interest on the public 
debt, so that the Daily Stockholder 
estimates that the total disbursements 
during the month will aggregate about 
$38,000,000.

GLASS HIGHER. The great combine 
of glass makers has put the price 5 
per cent. higher. 


COTTON MAY ADVANCE. In a 
leading editorial, in its issue of. July 
31, the Natchez (Miss.) Democrat ap- 
peals to cotton farmers to hold back 
one-third of their ginnings until after 
December or January. Two-thirds will 
bring nearly as much money marketed 
in this way as the whole crop marketed 
qn the usual way, says the editorial. 
The government says the July condition 
is % per cent. less, ora total deprecia- 
tion of 11.4 per cent. Estimating the 
current crop at 11,200,000 bales, it means 
a shrinkage of 1,277,000 bales, or a 
crop of 9,923,000 bales for 1899-1900. 


AMERICAN TEA. There are now 
about fifty acres of land under tea 
eultivation in South Carolina. Sales 
last year were more than 3000 pounds, 
at a profit of 25 per cent., and it is 
estimated that when all the plants 
now growing arrive at maturity the 
yield will be upward of 10,600 pounds. 
The plants lived through the record 
cold of last winter. The quality of. 
the tea, says Bradstreet’s, has proved 
satisfactory. Of the black tea, a re- 
port to the Secretary of Agriculture 
says: “It has a distinct flavor, and, 
like some of the choicer Oriental teas, 
its liquor has more strength than its 
color indicates.”” The green tea is said 
to be superior to any Oriental tea 
that can be furnished in this country. 


WOOL’S INNINGS. At last wool 
seems to have joined the great pro- 
cession of products marching to an 
active’ market at higher prices. The 
latest reports from eastern centers Say: 

The Boston market maintains a 
strong tone, with a fair call for sup- 
plies noted, although business shows a 
considerable falling off compared with 
the preceding weeks. This is due 
largely to the fact that there is less 
speculation among dealers going on, 
present business being largely to man- 
ufacturers. Present sales show terri- 
tory grades moving best, most busi- 
ness being on the scoured basis of 50 
to 52 cents for fine medium and fine, 
with staple lots at 54@57 cents. Bids 
on some good lines of greasy lots, 
% cent below the asking price of deal- 
ers, have been made, the lots running 
up into the millions of pounds. Deal- 
ers are very firm in their views and 
look for higher prices. Lots in grow- 
ers’ hands in the West are well ab- 
sorbed. Fleece wools are firm on the 
higher basis and some fair lines have 
been cleaned up. Australian wools are 
searce, and best lots of clothing and 
combing are quoted on scoured basis of 
78@82 cents. Carpet wools are quiet, 
but steady. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


JULY TRUSTS. During July’ the 
Secretary of State of New Jersey 
granted certificates of incorporation to 
150 concerns. The capitalization of 
twenty-four of the leading ones 
amounted to $254,000,000. Pennsylvania 
incorporated two concerns with a capi- 
tal of $6,000,000, Delaware six with a 
capital of $12,700,000, and California 
one with $8,500,000 as capital. 


GENERAL BUSINESS. The course 
of general business in imports and ex- 
ports seems to be very steady. The 
imports show some increase, the ex- 
ports a small decrease.

JULY BUSIWES%. R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
review of ousimes for the month of 
July says: 

Volume of payments through clear- 
ing-house for month of July was 47.2 
per cent. larger than last year. The 
maintenance of such a volume of gen- 
eral tradé and industry in midsummer 
is unprecedented. Fron and steel! indus- 
tries still boom and prices contiue to 
rise, Price strength is maintained all 
along the line of staples except in the 
case of food products, good crop re- 
ports having a tendency to weaken the 
cereal markets. The fall demand has 
opened up with every indication of a 
large expanding fall trade. 

In our immediate district merchants 
report trade as being better than an- 
tic'pated, collections for the month sat- 
isfactory, money easy and plentiful. 
Good prices have been received for 
fruit and are still offered. Canners and 
buyers are busy. Apricots are scarce, 
but peaches, plums and pears are 
reaching their prime. Pears are esti- 
mated about one-quarter usual! yield, 


South 


but the peach crop is unusually large. 
Canntrs are paying $12 to $22 a ton for 
freestones and $20 to $30 for cling- 
stones. 

There are some offerings of new 
honey, but the crop is very short. Prices 
are firm. 

Barley thrashing is going on. Buyers 
are offering freely 90 cents per cental. 
The yield is better than expected. 

The Lima bean market. is, not active, 
but the price has advanced to $3.90 per 
cental. 

Beet slicing will commence about 

August 16. The Oxnard crop is very 
heavy, estimated at 200,000 tons. Part 
of this will be shipped to Chino, which 
will materiall lengthen the sugar cam- 
paign at this. factory. ,Los Alamitos 
will run but a few weeks. 
‘The citrus fruit crop, where water is 
sufficient, is in very promising condi- 
tion. The second picking of lemons is 
on. The market is steady for choice 
fruit. 

The future of dried fruit is a little 
uncertain, but at present the demand is 
good for apricots, of which Northern 
California has a short crop. There is 
a difference in the ideas of buyers and 
Srowers regarding price, which inter- 
feres with business. Buyers are offer- 
ing up to 10 cents. It is the seller's 
market and some growers are holding 
for 12% cents. English advices point 
to a shortage in the fruit market there, 
which should be of advantage to the 
American market. | 

Crude oil continue sto rise; $1.35 f.0.b. 
is now the recognized price. The Coal- 
inga field, in Fresno county, now vwc- 
cupies first place in production. 

Southern California forges ahead in 
spite-of the dry year. Eastern capital 
continues to come.for investment. 

Failures for the month were thirteen, 
liabilities $32,000, assets $19,000. In July, 
1898. there were twenty-tvo failures, 
liabilities $45,000, assets $21,000.

Fruits are nearly all pretty steady and in 
good demand, but Bartlett pears tend lower. 
Some fancy northern, somewhat too ripe for 
shipping, are offered at $1.25 to $1.35. 

Lard is off to 7% cents for pure, but com- 
pound kinds are a little dearer. 

The call for dried apricots shows no sign 
of abatement.

eriul more to follow. 6 supply appears to 
be at the East equal to the aémand, cthough 
new demands for the week have covered 21v0 
tons for new buildings at Chicago, with 
much for bridges and 40% tons for easterti 
buildings at Pittsburgh. In bars both east- 
ern. and western miils are unable to take 
orders offered, nor in plates can they take all 
orders anywhere, while in sheets the west- 
ern mills are overcrowded, though the east- 
ern demand is lighter. The Connellsvil.e c-ke 
output is again 192,556 tons for the week, with 
only 550 ovens idle, and pricea are unchanged, 
Tin, following London, has risen to 32 cents 
but fell to 31,85 cents, and copper is har 
to get at 18% cents for Jake. Lead is quo.ed 
at 4.50@4.6v. Sole leather hae slightly ad- 


vanced with buff and split, but the conven- 


tion of boot and shoe makers proposes an ad- 
vance in prices, though without definite au- 
thority. New orders are now in eome I,ncé 
larger than, the works can accept, though in 
many others more moderate, and not exceed- 
ing half the output. Chicago reports hides 
slightly lower for packers, but a shade 
higher for country buff and heavy cows. 
Wool is a little less after its great rise, and 
inside quotations wre sometimes acceptei, 
but sales at the three chief markets have 
been 20,206,690 pounds in two weeks, against 
20,495,800 in the sume weeks of 1898 and 16,- 
436,600 pounds in the same weeks of 1892. 
Wheat receipts at the West have been 8&,652,- 
580 bushels in two weeks, against 5,645,960 
bushels lost year, making it hard to believe 
the fuvorable crop estimates which still 
come forward from unofficial and official 
sources. The exports slackened, 
amounting to only 6,269,133 bushels, flour in- 
cluded, from Atlantic ports, against 5,945,311 
bushels last year, and from Pacific ports 400,- 
020 bushels, against 924,155 last year, other 
exports being 548,880 bushels. Contradictory 
stories about foreign crops weigh but little 
compared with the actual buying of grain 
and movement from the farms. The truth 
seems to be that the supply of wheat in the 
spring-wheot region is larger than anybody 
hes supposed. Failures for the week have 
been 136 in the United States, against 1°6 
last year, and 29 in Canada, against 18 las 
Bank ‘Clearings.

Bradstreet’s Review. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—Bradstreet’s tcmor- 
row will say that crop reports and »ronabil- 
ities have constituted an important ecutribu- 
tion to general trade, and business advices 
this week. Among unquestionably favorable 
features have been the reports regarding the. 
corn crop, government estimates poiating to 
a yield of probably 2,200,00,000 bushels, a 
heavy increase over last year, and almost 
within touch of the record of the total of 
1896. Spring wheat indications apparantly 
bear out earlier trade advices in 5 owing a 
decrease in condition during July. The re- 
duction of 25,000,000 bushels in the probable 
outcome estimated, however, is considerab] 
smaller, it is true, than last year, but wit 
the exception of 1898 and 1591, is the heaviest 
recorded. Hides, leather, boots and shoes are 
strong. Wool is firm on steady manufactur- 
ing demand, particularly for the finer grades 
of domestic, and advices from the manufac- 
turing industry are generally favorable. 
Lumber is firm, as is also sugar, for which 
an unprecedented demand 1s looked for 11 
the current canning season. The out!ovk in 


the canned-goods trade generally is reported 


very good. Wheat, including flour, ship- 
ments for the week, aggregate 2.116.154 Lurh- 
els, againet 4,711,614 last week, 3.923,606 in the 
corresponding week of 1898, 4 465,419 bushels 
in 1897; 2,635,216 in 1896 and 1,524,428 in 1895. 
Since July 1 this season the exports of wheat 
aggregate 22,125,000 bushels, aginst 1°.254,728 
last year, and 16,115,543 in 1897-98. Business 
failures for the week in the United States 
number 156, as compared with the same 1num- 
ber last week, 157 a year ago, und 214 in 1897. 
In Canada failures number 27. against 26 
last week, 33.e year ago, and 51 ‘n 1897. 
Bradstreet’s financial review tomorrow will 
say that a rather bullish temper prevailed 
this week in spite of the continuance of nar- 
row professional speculation. A slight re- 
laxation of call loan rates which, though by 
no means general nor, to all appearances, 
assuredly permanent, resulted in quotations 
of 214@3144 per cent. toward the end of the 
week had a good effect, and supplemented 
the favorable conclusions of Wall street about 
the crops and their results in connection 
with railroad traffic, and earnings. There 
was a disposition to take an exaggerated 
view of the significance of the Secretary of 
the Treasury’s order to resume the issue of 
gold certificates to the extent of $10,000.C00.
